NEWS NOTES ABOUT NORTH-| LOCAL OFFICERS CRITICIZED IN 


EASTERN MICHIGAN. 


The business men of Saginaw are 
not at all in sympathy with the at- 
titude taken by the Saginaw super- 
visors who, last week, turned down 
a resolution to make an appropria- 
tion for the bureau that would have 
meant a tax of only one-fiftieth of a 
mill on a dollar. Representatives of 
numerous Saginaw wholesale houses 
appeared before the supervisors and 
urged the adoption of the resolution 
but it was defeated by three votes as 
was a second one cailing for an ap- 
propriation of $1,000, or only half of 
the amount asked by the bureau. 


Gladwin county has been added te 
the list of counties making an appro- 
priation for bureau work, the super- 
visors voting $200 for this purpose. 


The Lobdell farm, in Presque Isie 
county, comes through with a record 
of 2.700 bushels of oats harvested 
from a 40-acre field, a record that 


can’t be beaten on any of the $400 
per-acre farms in Ohio, Illinois or 
lowa. 


The Northeastern Michigan De- 
velopment bureau has a big display 
window at its office in Bay City 
which provides a splendid place for 
showing off the farm products of 
Northeastern Michigan, and Secre- 
tary Marston will welcome samples 
of good farm products from any 
county in the district suitable for 
Placing in this window. Fruit and 
grain at this season make an espe- 
cially attractive display. 


7 N. E, MICHIGAN COUNTIES 
GAINED IN POPULATION 


While many of the counties in the 
purely agriculturl districts of Mich- 
igan showed a falling off of popula- 
tion between 1910 and 1920 it is 
significant that uf the 15 counties 
comprising the territory of the 
Northeastern Michigan Development 
bureau, seven show increases in pop- 
ulation and only one of these, Bay 
can be classed as a manufacturing 
rather than an agricultural eommun- 
ity. 

The six other counties which show 
an increase are Gladwin, Montmor- 
ency, Midland, Alcona, Presque Isle 
and Crawford. .While Bay county’s 
increase. is. chiefly.in Bay..City the 
county, outside of the city, also shows 
a larger population. 

In addition to these increases sev- 
eral counties which have dropped off 
slightly, show no such proportionate 
loss of population as do many of the 
older counties of the state. Notable 
among those which have made slight 
losses are Arenac and Otsego coun- 
ties and close observers in these 
counties assert that during the past 
decade they have reached and passed 
the low ebb of population, due to the 
end ‘of the lumber business, and that 
they are now on the upward grade 
of agricultural development. The 
same thing, it is claimed, also ap- 
plies to Alpena and Cheboygan 
counties, where unexpected losses in 
population by the cities of Alpena 
and Cheboygan have cut down the 
total county population.

Would Agree To Gontro! immigration 
If U. & Will Recognize Japanese 
Now: Here. 


Tokio — When confirmation has 
been received that the people of Cal- 
lfornia have voted in favor of the pro- 
posed land law in that state, Japan 
will lodge a protest in Washington, 
pointing out that the measure con- 
flicts with Japanese treaty rights, ac- 
cording to the Yoruzo Choho, an in- 
dependent organ, which quotes a for- 
elgn Office official to this effect. 

Formal negotiations, the newspaper 
says, will fellow, and an agreement 
permanently removing the cause of 
the trouble will be sought.

as other foreigners. 

Marquis Okuma, former premier, 
interviewed by the Yoruzo Choho, 
declares that “only thoughtless people 
have talked of war between Japan and 
America over California. If Japan 
fights with agreements of dignity and 
impartiality,” he is quoted as saying, 
“Americana will act justly.”

State Started Proceedings to Restore 
istand As State Park. 


Lansing.—Proceedings were com- 
menced by the attorney general on be- 
half of the Mackinac state park com- 
mission to oust from a strip of land 
on Mackinac Island about 49 stores, 
25 dwellings and two hotels under the 
claim that the, owners are squatters 
on government land.

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CANCELS SUGAR REGULATIONS 


President issues Proclama‘tion Ending 
Regulation On Nov. 15. 


Washington.—President Wilson is- 
sued a proclamation dated October 30 
which cancels all regulations required 
in war time, issued under the Lever 
act, for licensing, importation, manu- 
facture, storage or distribution of 
sugar. The revocation of the regula- 
tions is effective November 15, 1920. 

The reason given for cancellation 
of requirements that dealing in sugar 
be licensed is the changed situation 
brought about by the armistice in the 
war between the United States and 
Germany and by approaching expira- 
lion of Powers granted to the -presi- 
dent by the act of congress continu- 
ing the United States Sugar Equaliza- 
tion board until December 31, 1920. 


AGAINST REDUCTION OF WAGES 


President of Canadian Trade Body De- 
clares Scheme “Bad Business”. 


Toronto.—Declaring that a reduc- 
tion of wages throughout factories of 
Canada would defeat the very object 
which the employers had in view, 
President Tom Moore, of the Domin- 
ion Trades and Labor congress said 
that such a policy would not be good 
business from any point of view. 
“Phe manufacturers of this country,” 
said Mr. Moore, “depend primarily on

In comment, the household word 
avalanche geems the handiest. The 
Republican avalanche began at the

broke the Solid South. 

The Republican avalanche swept 
Tennessee, Oklahoma, New Mexico 
and Arizona. In Kentucky Richard J. 
Ernst, Republican; is elected to the 
senate over J. C. W. Beckham, For 
the first time in history several coun- 
tles in Alabama went Republican, and 
several precincts in the sixth Missia 
sippt district did the same almost un- 
believable thing. Harding carried St. 
Petersburg, Orlando, Daytona and oth-

His immediate destination 
is Point Isabel, Tex.. via San Antonio 
and Brownsville. Point Isabel is on 
the Gulf, 20. miles from Brownsville 
and six mfles from the Mexican line. 
it has a population of 100 whites and 
160 Mexicans, There golf, bathing, 
fishing and hunting are right at hand. 
Col. F. E, Scobey, naw of San Antonio 
and formerly sheriff of Marion county, 
Ohio, made him promise to go, win or 
lose, the night he was nominated. R. 
B. Creager, a San Antonio banker, who 
seconded his nomination at Chicago,

the poor man will be guarded by se- 
cret service operatives and pestered by 
newspaper men and photographers, 
but he will have a goodly company of 
golf buddies and other intimate friends 
along.

“Al,” as every- 
body calls him, has come up from an 
orphan newsboy. Now he is spoken 
of as the logical candidate for the 
presidency In 1924.

The Nautilus was a cigar-shaped 
stee} ship of 282 feet in length, 26 feet 
beam and 1,500 tons dead weight. 
There were two hulls, one {inside the 
other joined by T-shaped trons, which 
rendered them of almost uncrushable 
strength. She was driven by electric 
engines of tremendous power. Tanks 
which could be filled or emptied at 
will enabled her to cruise on the sur- 

4 face or under the water as she pleased. 

She was fitted with all kinds of 
working and jounging quarters. In‘a 
brary were books on the sciences, 
morals, literature of almost every lan- 
guage. There was a drawing room 
with a luminous celling which served 
also as a museum, and into which an 
intelligenf hand had gathered subma- 
rine treasures.of the world: the rarest 
shells, pearls of all colora and beyond 
price, every variety of undersea vege- 
tation; also paintings of the masters, 
admirable statues in marble and 
bronze, a great organ plano. 

From the inside of her a staircase 
led to a platform or deck from which 
rose two cages, partly enclosed by 
thick glasses, One cage was for the 
yhelmsman, the other contained an etec- 
trie searchiight to light the course 
of the ship in dark waters. On this 
platform also was a place wherein was 
stored a long-boat. 

Captain Nemo was tall and robustly- 
pullt, with pale skin, lofty brow, and 
the fine taper hands of a highly nerv- 
ous temperament.

That hunt was but the first of the 
wonders of the crulse. Onward we 
rushed, sometimes on the surface, 
sometimes under the sea. There was 
our fight with the immense devil-fish 
which once in a huge school enmeshed 
the Nautilus. There was the visit to 
a wonderful pearl fishery, where Cap- 
tain Nemo showed us a mollusc with- 
in whose jaws was a pearl weighing 
perhaps 509 pounds. Some day he 
would return and pluck that treasure, 
but not yet—every year was adding to 
{ts value. We visited the skeletons of 
long-sunken ships, the corpses of the 
drowned crew still clinging to the bulls 
of some. We hunted (n the Papuan 
islands where the Nautilus was at- 
tacked by the native savages. An elec- 
tric current turned them back shocked 
and howling ere they could elimb 
aboard, 

When one of the crew died Captain 
Nemo had him buried io a coral glade 
In the South Pacific, where was 2 
cross of red coral that looked like 
petrified blood. It was a wonderful, 
solemn sight to see the pall-bearers 
with the dead body on their shoulders, 
and all treading so reverentially the 
way from the ship to the coral ceme- 
tery, where at the foot of the cross 
the body was interred and covered up. 
All knelt in prayer. Captain Nemo 
was the last to leave. 

“Your dead sleep quietly out of the 
reach of sharks,” I sald when we were 
back on the Naut!lus, 

“Of sharks and men.” he replied. 

We voyaged under colossal icebergs 
to the South Pole and all but perished 
there, escaping from an icy tomb only 
as our last breath of storage air was 
exhausted. Wonderful was our passage 
from the Red sea into the Mediter- 
Tanean by means of a subterranean 
tunnel under the isthmus, (This was 
before the digging of the Suez canal.) 
There we witnessed the transfer of a 
miltion dollars’ worth of gold ingots 
from the Nautilus to the vessel of a 
Greek diver. 

Whence came this store of gold? 
Later we learned. 

In Vigo bay, on the Spanish coast, 
the Nautilus came to rest on bottom. 
Here in 1702 a fleet of Spanish gal- 
leons were sunk, and here from this 
sunken treasure more than a century 
and a half later this ruler of the 
underseas came and helped Mtimself 
whenever it pleased him, “Five hun- 
dred millions were there,” sald Cap- 
tain Nemo, “but not now. Do you 
see now how with these and the other 
tregsures of my domaln I could pay 
thé natioual debt of: France and -not 
feel it?” 

We had now been six months aboard 
the Nautilus, For me, the actentist, it 
was & voyage of ceaseless Interest; 
but not so for Consett and Ned Land. 
At their request I pleaded with Cap- 
taln Nemo for our If{berty, 

“You came to my ship without in 
vitation. You will now remain here." 
was his grim answer. ' 

We had left the southern hem* 
sphere and were in the waters 0% 
France and the British islands when 
we were pursued by an armed bel 
ship. Flying no colors, she attacke* 
at once. Her cannon shot rebounded 
from our fron hull. 

Captain Nemo, pointing to her, said: 
“I am the oppressed, and there is my 
oppressor, Through him I have lost 
country, wife, children, father and 
mother. Why should I withhold my 
vengeance?” 

He called out his orders. The Nau- 
tilus sank below the sea. We felt her 
rushing forward, felt the shock of her 
steel ram piercing the hull of the en- 
emy. Through the glass panels we 
saw her doomed crew crowding the 
ratlines, clinging to the rails, strug- 
gling in the sea. The Nautilus passed 
on. 

“y saw captain ‘Nemo go to his room 
and kneel before the portrait of a 
woman and two Httle children. “How 
long. O Lord, how long!” he cried ont. 

We steamed north, to that part of 
the Norwegian coast where les that 
dreaded maelstrom which draws Into 
{tself all floating things. The Nautilus 
—was {t an accident?—was drawn in- 
to the whirlpool. Around and around 
she whirled. Even her steel hull felt 
the strain; we could hear bolts being 
pulled out from her girders. The 
long-boat was torn from its place on 
deck and hurled like a stone into the 
whiripool. I lost consctousness. 

When I enme to myself, I was in a 
Loffoden fisherman’s hut, and Consell 
and Ned Land were chafing my hands. 

‘So ended our voyage of 20.000 
leagues under the sea. What became 
of Captain Nemo and _ his strange 
craft I de not know. I hope his power. 
ful ship conquered the maelstrom, 
even as I hope, If he ilved, that his 
philosophy and powerful will finally 
conquered his desire for vengeance.

HAITI; MAGIC ISLE OF 
THE INDIES 


Picture an island more wonderful, 
more beautiful and more richly en- 
dowed by nature even than the fabled 
isles that medieval mariners loved to 
dream about; a country of pleasant 
peaks, charming vales and fertile 
plains; an idyllic land-set In a summer 
sea. 

Picture then a land where the ava- 
rice of conquerors, ruthlessly exploit- 
tng, has blasted promises of progress; 
where the passions of men have run 
riot; where tyrant after tyrant, some 
great, some petty, have waded to 
power through pools of blood; a land 
from which the gods of pende and: in- 
dustry seem to have turned away. 

Both are pictures of Haiti, the rela- 
tions between which country and the 
United Stutes are how under discus- 
sion, 

fo avoid confusion }t must be ex- 
plained at the outset that the name 
Halti is used sometimes to denote the 
entire island, which is the second larg- 
est land mass in the West Indies, 
sometimes to denote merely the Re- 
public of Haiti, which occupies the 
western third of its area. The possi- 
bilities of confusion are increased by 
the fact that the island is also known 
as Santo Domingo and San Domingo, 
names applied Ilkewise to the Domini- 
can Republic. which occupies the east- 
em two-thirds of the land unit, 


The name Haiti ts much used be- 
cause it was the descriptive term, 
meaning “high land,” given to the 
tsland by Its aborigines. This was the 
favorite island of the West Indies to 
Columbus, who reserved for it the most 
complimentary name bestowed on the 
Jands which he discovered—~Hispan- 
lola, “little Spain.” Something of the 
{mpression which this. beautiful and 
promising {sland made on the great 
discoverer can be gleaned from his 
reference to it as a “Garden of Eden,” 
and from the fact that he named the 
point at which he first set foot in 
Haiti, December 6, 1492, “the Vale of 
Paradise.” 

History has been prodigal to the 
island of Haiti and has crowded one 
Interesting und tragic event after an- 
other into the relatively short span of 
years since the eyes of white men first 
beheld its towering peaks. On Its 
northern coast, near the present Cape 
Haitien, the Santa Maria, which bore 
Columbus to the new. world, was 
wrecked on Christmas eve, 1492, and 
from !ts broken, historic beards was 
set up by the crew the first structure 
erected by Europeans in the western 
hemisphere, This was the fortress of 
Navidad, in which the men of the 
Santa Muria were killed while Colum- 
bus was on his return voyage to Spain 
to report his epoch-making discovery 
of “the Indies.” 

Farther to the east on the northern 
coast of the island Columbus bulit on 
his return the first white settlement in 
the new world, haming the little town 
“Isabella” for the queen who had 
made his voyage of discovery possible, 
On this second trip Columbus brought 
with him to his magte Isle a great fleet 
bearing a large force of soldiers and 
adventurers. After defeating the na- 
tives the conquerors journeyed to the 
south coast and there Isid che foun- 
dations of the city of Santo Domingo— 
first permanent city established by Eu- 
ropeans in America, for many years 
the most important outpost of western 
efvilization, and forerunner of the 
countless cities and villages that are 
the seats today of the tadustry, com- 
merce and culture of the three Amer- 
teas,

CAROLINE ISLANDS: AN 
OCEANIC MUSEUM 


Whatever the political future of the 
Caroline {slands, which Japan seized 
from Germany, they are bound to be 
objects of scientific interest for gen- 
erations to come. 

Who bullt the massive stone struc- 
turea which give evidence of a high 
degree of civilization at some prehis- 
toric time? 

What was the origin of the stone 
currency, some “coins” of which weigh 
five tons? ~ 

These are but two’ of the many 
questions which these Pacific islands 
of mystery present. 

The stone ruins extend from Ponape, 
an Island toward the east of the group, 
to Yap, on the west. Yap will be re 
called as the island which figured so 
conspicuously In the peace treaty dis- 
cussion because of the proposal to cede 
tt to the United States. 

On Yap are great stone terraces, em- 
bankments and roads, composed of 
oeatly Iafd stone biocks, stone graves, 
stone platforms and enormous cham- 
bers resembling councll lodges with 
gables and tall pillars, frequently 
carved. : 

Ponape is the “Pacific Venice.” There 
the ruins are partly submerged. Ap- 
parently they once stood on an island 
city, unless their site was connécted 
with other. islands before a terrific 
upheaval inundated them. 

What remaiia today ts more than 
half a hundred rectangular walled 
islets, projecting above the waters of a

ODESSA: PARIS OF THE 
UKRAINE 


Before the war no city uf the Near 
East save Bucharest so nearly resem- 
bled Paris and Vienna in its hectic 
bight life as did’ Odessa, conspicuous 
in the fighting of Ukrainians, Poles 
and Bolshevikt, 

Odessa had hundreds-of sidewalk 
cafes, {ts municipal opera and {ts pal- 
aces of chance. It bad more than half 
a million population, yet it 4s one of 
the newest. cities in Europe. Moscow's 
history extends over a _ thousand 
years, that of Odessa only a little be 
yond a century, 

There is a unique analogy between 
Odessa and the capital city of the 
United States. Both were started at 
about the same time—during the last 
decade of the eighteenth century—~and 
both were begun because of the far- 
seeing wisdom of the chief executives 
of the two nations. ' 

Perhups the oddest coincidence is 
the fuct that they both were planned 
by foreign civil engineers of the same 
nation. While Major L’Enfant was de- 
vising the “city of magnificent dis- 
tances” to be erected on the banks of 
the Potomac, Voland, also a French- 
man, laid out Odessa on the shore of 
the Black sea. While President Wash- 
ington was dreaming into being the 
beautiful city which bears his name, 
Czarina Catherine the Great was spon- 
soring the upbuliding of a municipal 
stepping stone toward the chief object 


‘tory, that there wes once a@ ruler lo 


of the Russlan Bear's stealthy tread— 
Constantinople. 

Like Washington, Odessa was laid 
out in the midst of a virtual wilder- 
ness and swamp, Ano tsolated Turkish 
tort, Khajl-Bey, stood on the site of 
the present city at the time, 1789, 
when It passed to Russia. In early 
years of the Christian era Greek colo- 
nists had taken advantage of the bay 
of Odessa. 

Until Bve years ago the railway dis- 
tance between Odessa aud Mescow was 
more than a thousand miles, but a new 
line, via Bakhmatch, reduced that dis- 
tance to 814 miles. The steamship 
distance between Odessa and Constan- 
tinople is 860 miles. 

From its history it Is evident why 
Odessa was far from 4 typical Rus- 
sian city. Mark Twain found the only 
Russian things about !t to be the shape 
of the droshkis and the dress of the 
drivers, He might have mentioned the 
gilded domes of a few churches. There 
the Russian likeness ends. 

A few miles to the north and also to 
the southwest are three “limans,” or 
tagoons, famous for mud baths helleved 
to benefit persons with rheumatism, 
gout and skin diseases. The most pop- 
ular of these is 20 miles long, a mile 
wide, 10 feet deep and Mes 16 feet 
below the level of the Black sda.

Con- 
sequently the monarch built a monan- 
tery on a weli-nigh inaccessible moun- 
tain in Thessaly and founded a broth- 
erheod, abont four hundred years ago, 
in what seemed to be the uttermost 
corner of the parti. _ 

“The monastery was called “Meté- 
ora,’ meaning ‘domicile of/ the sky.’ 
After the original was built 23 others 
grouped themselves around and were 
inhabited for a while. They were, 
however, finally abandoned, with the 
exception of three which are still in 
use, 

“As we looked in wonder at one de- 
tached pillar of stone we discovered 
on its seemingly unattainable summit 
a building. This habitation of man, 
half natural rock and half artificial, 
seemed most extraordinary. Our guides 
drew attention to the higher precipices, 
and as we grew accustomed to their 
Outlines we saw on all sides monas- 
teries tucked into the ledges of the 
Perpendicular walls. They are not all 
Inhabited today, but they are there, 
bearing testimony that man has 
climbed and buur and lived on cragy 
that seem impossible for goats to 
climb, 

“Phe whole of the west plain of 
Thessaly lay at our feet, and the white 
Mountains of the Pindos range rose 
rugged and tmposing before us. At 
the base of the rock on which Trinity 
ls perched, like an eagle's uest, our 
guides halloved and beat with a stick 
on a tin can found in the bushes. Soon 
an answering call came back, and over 
the precipice, some three hundred feet 
above us, the peering faces of several 
monks were seen, Then something ser- 
pentine flew into the air, and as ft 
dropped perpendicularly we saw dan- 
gling from a coil of rope what looked 
like a small fish net. Down came the 
cable until {t touched the earth at our 
fect, and the fish net proved to be a 
large-sized rope bag which opened and 
spread out flat on the ground. 

“One at a time we were Invited to 
step into the middle of this net and 
squat Turk-fashion. The edges were 
gathered together onto a large !ren 
hook, a shout was given and the net 
soared upward, while its occupant felt 
somewhat Iike an orange at the bot- 
tom of a market woman's bag. 

“The ascent takes just three min- 
utes. Occasionally the openwork ele 
vator swings Into the rock with a 
bump, but the monks at the top wind 
the windlass slowly, and the bumping 
does not hurt, and as a compensation 
the view grows more beautiful every 
second, At last the top was reached.”

A MUSICAL ADVENTURE 
FOR AMERICA 


Newspaper dispatches state that 
there is a plan afoot to have a na- 
tional carillon at Washington, D. Cy 
as a tribute to the soldier dead. 

Contact with the men and women of 


-Fianders~-has- directed American at- 


tention to one kind of music, vital in 
the national Mves of these people, 
which cannot even be heard in this 
country. 

A carillon {s made up of a ‘set of 
tower bells attuned to the intervals 
of the chromatic scale, usually cover- 
ing a range of four octaves. To attain 
such a range the bell producing the 
lowest note must weigh several tons, 
while the ‘smallest welghs scarcely 
twenty pounds. The belis are conzect- 
ed to a keyboard or to a clockwork 
mechanism which causes thelr clap- 
pers to strike. 

Producing music from the beljJs re- 
quires great skill and dexterity on the 
part of the belimaster, for he must use 
his feet for the larger bells, and the 
muscles of both his wrist and elbow 
are brought into play in producing the 
tremolando effect usually given. A 
fine carillon ig not the result of a8 
chance molding of metal but its mak- 
ing is as much an achievement wrought 
by a wise combination of excellent ma~ 
terial and deep thought as a Stradi- 
varius. Lovers of carillon music com- 
pare the tones ta those of a planoforte 
in delicacy and to an organ in majesty. 
When touched by the hand of a master 
like Denyn, the wizard of Malines, the 
music seems to come veritably from 
the heavens and to settle In peace and 
benediction over the surrounding coun- 
try. 

From the even rows of red-topped 
roofs and the treés of the surrounding 
level spaces {n Mallnes the immense 
flat-topped Gothic spire of St. Rom- 
bauld once arose. The cathedral dated 
from the thirteenth century and has 
for hundreds of years been known the 
world over for the remarkable silvery 
quality of its bells. So much attention 
had been given to making !t the best 
of its kind that its bell makers gained 
wide reputations and the town Itself 
became the headquarters of bell found- 
ing. 

The tower, vast and mysterious 
against.the luminous sky, seemed to 
dominate the city. While compelling 
the attention it stirred the imagination 
as it kept watch over Malines and 
tolled the passing of the hours with 
its hugest bell. When not attached 
to the wonderful mechanism that con- 
trolled the ringing of the carillon, this 
bell required eight men to ring It, The 
range of the bells of this carillon was 
great enough to admit of many diffi- 
eult operatic selections. Today the 
majestic tower mingles its dust with 
that of the ruined city over which it 
had for centuries guarded. 

The carillon of Antwerp possessed 
the greatest number of bells of any in 
Flanders—sixty-five. It hag been sald

Deml-Gods of Old Rome. 

Castor and Pollux, also cailed the 
Dioscur!, were heroes or demi-gods of 
early Grecian mythology. They were 
brothers and sald to be the sons of 
Zeus, who tn Grecian mythology corm 
responds to Jupiter In the mythology 
of Rome. Castor was famous for his 
skill in taming and managing horses, 
and Pollux for hig skill fn boxing, Al- 
though they were buried, says the Gre 
clan poet Homer, yet they came to life 
every other day and enjoyed divine 
honors. The worship of Castor and 
Pollux was Introduced at Rome at an 
early time. They were held to have 
alded the Romans !n battle with the 
Latins, or natives of Italy, and a 
temple was erected to them In the 
forum. After these two mythical he 
roes was the ship named In which St 
Paul completed hls memorable voynge 
to Italy, In order that he might appeal 
to Caesar for justice and protection.

The ancient Romans thought very 
highly of fish, and at big banquets 
brilliant fish were shown to the guests, 
alive, as a ref{fsh, then were served 
cooked after the soup. Apicus offered 
a prize to any cullnary artist who 
would invent a new marinade com- 
pounded of Ivers of the red mullet. 
Lucullus had a canal cut through a 
mountain so that fish might be trang 
ported more easily to the ponds in his 
gardeps near Naples.
